SETS NEW RECORD 


Stomach and Four Feet of In- 
testines Removed, Wound 
Clesed, in 75 Minutes. 


PLATES PATCH UP BONES 


New York, Nov. 12~—A new operating rec- 
ord, so far as av@ilable data go, was set to- 
day in connection with the third annual Clin- 
ical Congress of Surgeons of North America, 
in session here. 

No less than 175 elinice were held with more 
than 800 operations and demonstrations for 
the benefit of the upward of 2,200 delegates 
who are attendiag the congress. There were 
a number of notable demonstrations of sur- 
gical ekill. 

Much interest Was displayed Ina clinic held 
in Bekevue hospital, where part ofa patient's 
etomach wall and four feet of intestines were 
removed and the stomach was ‘sewed up in 
seventy-five minutes. The average time for 
guch an operation is from two to three hours. 


- Bones Mended with Plates. 

At the Potyclinic hospital Dr. W. Arbuthnot 
Lane, F. R. C. S., of London, England, and 
Dr. Witllam Seamare Bainbridge illustrated 
Dr. Lane’s method of treating fractures of 


‘the long bones by the use of metal plates. 


Dr. Lane performed several operations, in- 
cluding one for intestinal stasie, commonly 
known as Lane's kink. Instead of treating 
fractures of the bone by the usual splint 
and extension metheds, he cuts down to the 
seat of the fracture, bores holes in the ends 
of the bones, and applies plates of vanadium 
steel, which are screwed to the bones. He 
then closes the wound, applies a dressing, 
and puts on the customary plaster cast. 


Spikes Used for Fractures. 

At the King’s county hospital Dr. A. C. 
Brisbow illustrated how fractured bones can 
be mended in a novel Way. Sterilized steel 
spikes driven home with a hammer, fastened 
together the separated portions of a broken 
hip. When the bones have grown together 
the spikes will be withdrawn. 

At the session of the congress tonight in- 
terest was manifested in the various methods 
used in the application of anzsthetics.

With the 
fictitious names she gave her address as 
4727 Grand boulevard. Thies address, wit- 
nesses said, is a vacant lot.

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TAKE HIM TO A HOSPITAL. 

Samuel B. Allison, principal of the Walsh 
school at Twentieth street and Johnson ave- 
nue, Was summoned to appear at a coroner's 
inquest today to tell what he knows about 
the cause of the death of Andrew Ross, 11 
years old, who was one of his pupils. The 
boy died on Friday as the result, it is charged, 
of having been k.cked and beaten. 

The boy died at the residence of his father, 
George Ross, 1055 Canalport avenue, from 
blood poisoning which infected a broken 
knee cap. The burial was on Sunday, but 
Coroner Hoffman has ordered an exhuma- 
tion and autopsy. 

There are two stories as to how the boy was 
injured. Principal Allison denies he ever 
struck him and insists the injury must have 
been caused by an accident. ‘ 

The boy, according to his mother, insisted 
he had been beaten and kicked. There are, 
however, details of her story which indicate 
he may not have told her the truth.

publican by the time congress convenes next 
month. Gov. Deneen will be urged by the 
edministration in the strongest terms to ap- 
point a Republican whe will fill the vacancy 
oreated by the expulsion of Williem Lorimer 
unt the legislature elects a duly qualified 
incumbent. 

The intense interest of the administration 
in the Illinois senatorship arises from the 
@esperate need of one more Republican vote 
in the senate throughout the approaching 
final session of this congrees. 

The passage of many important bille and 
the confirmation of Republican appoint- 
ments may depend frequently on a singte 
vote in this session and along toward March 
4 the administration may be hard pressed to 
command a majority. 

After the cabinet meeting today the presi- 
4ent discussed the Tilimoie situation infor- 
mally with Secretaries MacVeagh and Fish- 
er. He expressed his gratification at the 
prospect of the Illinois vacancy being filled 
by an appointee before congress meets. 


Wants Regular Republican. 

The president would welcome the qppoint- 
ment of any Republican who would line up 
with the regular Republicans in the senate 
and not go wandering off with the Progres- 
ves or the Democrats. 

Albert J. Hopkins, who won the primary 
plurality in 1908, but was thrust aside by 
Lorimer in 1908, would be entirely satis- 
factory to the administration.

Widow of Supreme Court Justice 
Aided by Attorneys. 


CONGRESS GAVE HER $12,500 


Official Reporter of Federal Tribunal 


Trustee of Money.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 12.—[Special.]—A 
fund which is reported to exceed $50,000 has 
been raised for the support of Mrs. John. 
Marshall Harlan, who was left in reduced 
circumstances by the death last year of her 
husband, an associate justice of the United 
States Supreme court for thirty-four years. 
The money was contributed chiefly by law- 
vers who practiced in the Supreme court. 

The case of Justice Harlau, who served 
his country more than a generation, yet left 
an aged widow with scant provision for her 
remaining years. has often been cited as an 
illustration of the nation’s parsimony in the 
When Justice 
Harlan died his salary was $12,500 a year 
and congress awarded this amount to his 
widow. The salary of associate justice since 
then has been increased to $14,500, 

Appeal by Court Reporter. 

The lawyers’ fund was raised as the result 
ot an appeal on behalf of the widow made by 
Charles Henry Butler, official reporter of 
the Supreme court and a connection by mar- 
riage of the Harlan family, and Attorney 
Joseph H. Choate of New York, formerly 
ambassador to Great Britain. 

Mr. Butler said today that the money con- 
tributed is in his possession as trustee, and 
that the response to the appeal had been 
generous with more to come,” but he de- 
clined to disclose the total amount or the 
names of the contributors. The appeal for 
contributions was sent to about 200 lawyers. 

The income of the fund raised, together 
with the congressional appropriation and 
financial assistance which may be given by 
her three sons will be ample to care for the 
needs of the widow, who is more than 80 
years old.

NURSES FIGHT ‘DIPLOMA MILL? 


Attack Small Six Months’ Course 
Training Schools. 


LINE UP STATE IN BATTLE,

Will Warn Young Women Against In- 
adequate Institutions. 


A crusade against small training schools 
for nurses has been started by the Visiting 
Nurses association of Chicago and the Illinois 
State association, members of which say the 
institutions which give a six months’ course 
to young women are ‘‘ diploma mils” and 
do not give adequate training. 


Plan Distriet Groups. 

Plans have been completed for the A 
tion of a district association which will in- 
clude all the trained nurses of Cook, Will, 
Lake, and Du Page counties. This organiza- 
tion will be under the supervision of the INi- 
nois State association. It is planned to form 
seven of these districts in the state. Theone 
comprising the four counties organized on 
Monday night will be known as the First 
district. 

A committee of five was appointed and 
Mise Minnie Aherns, superintendent of the 
Infant Welfare association, was made tem- 
porary chairman. Miss Eva Mack of St. 
Luke's hospital was appointed secretary. The 
purpose of these organigations is to keep 
nurses who have not taken the regular train- 
ing from practicing as registered nurses. 


Will Warn Young Women, 

According to Miss Edna L. Foley, superin- 
tendent of the Visiting Nurses’: association, 
many smal schools offer to give training 
courses to young women and in less than a 
year give them diplomas as registered trained 
nurses. 

“ We will try to prevent these schools from 
practicing this method, if we can, by warning 
young women t6 keep away from them,” 
said Miss Foley. They do not give a regu- 
lar course and we are forming thie organ- 
ization to protect the registered nurses who 
have been given certificates by the state 


medical board.’’

The Farmers’ Educational and Codp- 
prative Union of America makes a rational 
appeal for the use of cotton for bagging. 

At present jute is in general use, being a 
little cheaper than cotten, but, as the farm- 
ers’ union points out, the millions paid by 
‘American consumers for jute go abroad, 
while the same or a little greater amount 
spent on cotton fabric would go into Ameri- 
can pockets to raise the level of the national 
wealth and build up our own prosperity.

A dispatch from Vienna says that Austria 
has presented an ultimatum to Servia, and 
declines any lengthy negotiations. 


“ Upon one thing I believe the general opin- 
ion of Burope to be unanimous—that the 
victors are not to be robbed of the fruits 
which cost them so dearly.” 

Mr. Asquith means that it is the fixed 
opinion of the British government and the 
fixed opinion of the Russian government, 
France acquiescing, that Austria shall not 
profit from the victories of the allies. 

The Austrian dilemma is easily under- 
stood. “An Austria barred from German 
hegemony,” says Prof. Gibbons, “ must 
carve out for itself a way to the Mediter- 
ranean through a territory of Slav subjects 
or forever remain in hopeless subserviency 
to Prussianized Germany.” Frederick the 
Great taught the Austriansthat. Bismarck 
repeated the lesson. The future of Austria 
is in the east, and upon that future Servia 
is closing the door. 

Austria-Hungary has two seaports, at 
the upper end of the Adriatic, from which 
trade finds an outlet through the Straits of 
Otranto, controlled by Italy, Greece, and, 
until recently, Turkey. A great empire 
seeking its prosperity in the world’s markets 
is everywhere barred from trade routes. Two 
seaports in a narowly inclosed sea and 4 
route by the Danube to the Black sea are 
the only outlets of its trade. Austria is 
walled in. 5 

To get out Austrian statesmanship began 
to cut a way to the Mean sea. Bosnia 
was annexed, throwing Servia to the east 
into an agony of apprehension. Bosnia was 
annexed with Herzegovina on the Adriatic. 
Between Servia and Montenegro is the 
Turkish subprovince of Novi-basar, over 
which Austria once had administrative au- 
thority. The Austro-Hungarian state rail- 
roads run from Budapest to the frontier of 
this province. From Mitrovitaa, in the 
Turkish province of Kossova, a railroad 


runs to Saloniki, on the ADgean. 


A sixty mile gap in Novi-basar separates 
the Saloniki-Mitrovitza line from the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian railroads. Austria’s impe- 
rial future, her trade and development, de- 
pended on connecting these railroads and 
being assured of control of the .territory 
through which they run. Thus the empirs 


It, as Mr. Asquith says, the Balkan vie- 
tors are not to be robbed of the fruits of 
victory, Austria will not be allowed to shove 
her shoulder into Novi-bazar, between Ser- 
via and Montenegro, and reach on down to 
the sea.

To commit her future to the test of a 
general war in Europe Austria must have 
the consent of the triple alliance, which 
means Germany. Italy, her other ally, 
was thought to be wavering in the bonds of 
this alliance, but now seems to be acting 
with Austria. | 

If Germany is ready for war Burope will 
have it. Sensible Englishmen may be over- 
imaginative at times, but so patent a fact 
as Germany's determination to submit her 
hegemony to the trial of battle when the 
ripe opportunity comes needs no imagina- 
tion for its interpretation. Men like Lord 
Roberts in England are not likely to feed 
their countrymen with sensations for the 
pleasure they find in handing out the food. 

It Germany is not ready Austria will aban- 
don her future. Diplomacy might solve the 
difficulties, but not along the lines set forth 
by Asquith. Servia must be robbed if Aus- 
tria is to be satisfied. 


Not to be greedy about it, let us admit that 
Mr. Taft has carried Utah.

DIAGNOSIS AND TREATMENT OF 
PELLAGRA., | 

N a paper read before the last meet- 
ing of the Associated Fraternities of 
America, Dr. Cloyd of the Woodmen 

of the World said that in 1911 
pellagta was responsible for about 
three-quarters of one per cent of the 
deaths amongst the members of that order; 

that in America there were nearly 10,000 
known cases of the disease; that while it 
was not contagious, no nurse or physician 
or other person had ever been known to con- 
tract the disease either in this country or in 
Europe from contact; nevertheless pellagra 
eee tee parts of the United 

tates. 

He thought there is—and beyond ques- 
tion he is right—a great need that physi- 
cians learn how to recognize pelagra 
when they see it. 

4 few years ago one of the great 
diagnosticians of a northern city, while 
visiting in a southern state, carefully 
studied a typical pellagra and made a 
diagnosis of glossitis. That there was In- 
flammation of the tongue—gioesitie—was 
true, but that was present as one of the 
symptoms of pellagra. 

~~ 

A very red, fiery, and painfully burn- 
ing tongue is quite characteristic. The 
sensation of bufning is felt all down the 
-throat and gullet to the stomach. 
Diarrhea is generally present. It may 
alternate with constipation. The stools 
are very offensive. ‘The breath is highly 
offensive. In my experience, these diges- 
tive symptoms from mouth to intestines 
are the most uniformly present and most 
characteristic. 

The skin symptoms consist of a bright 


than the digestive disturbances and skin 
changes.

As to treatment we quote Dr. Oloyd 
oes the Western Review of November, 
1912: 
“The diet should be easily assimilable 
and highly nutritious. Meats, as a rule, 


agree with lagrins and form an im- 
portant part the diet; eggs ean gen- 
erally be used to advantage; milk is useful 
whea it agrees, but as it often does not, 
peptonized milk, buttermilk, etc., should 
be used. Vegetubles and alsé can 
be given freely. Corn in all forms should 
be avoided until the corn theory of the 
etiology of the disease is disproved. The 
diet should be adjusted to the individual 
case, always remembering that the prob- 
lem of the bodily upkeep iu pellagra is 
of basic importance and should never be 
lost sight of from the beginning of the 
management. 

“ General hygienic treatment is of great 
importance. Plenty of fresh air, quiet 
and surroundings, rest, and 
regularity in daily habits are essential. 
Frequent baths are important in the treat- 
ment of hot and cold baths, 
simple medicated douching, moist or 
dry rubs accompanied by special massage,

“ At the present time the measure that 
promises the greatest amount of success 
is removal of the patient to a high, cool 
altitude. The proof of this is found in 
the fact that most incipient cases clear 
up in winter. Patients sent to Asheville, 
N. C., and Tate Springs, Tenn., have 
nearly all been benefited. I do not know 
of any patients who have been sent to 
the mountains of Colorado or the west, 
but it appears to me that a residence in 
that region ought to be tried.”

LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 


HE recent presence of King Alfonso’s 

principal physician, Dr. Vincente 
Lorente, in this country at the in- 
statice of the Queen of Spain, to re- 
port on the various methods in use 
here for the relief of the deaf and dumb, has 
excited a good deal of sympathetic interest. 
If the physician was sent over here by the 
royal Spanish couple on such a mission, it is 
because one of their little boys, their second 
son, Infante Jaime, has been deprived of 
speech and of hearing from his birth, al- 
though a perfectly healthy child, mentally 
and physically, in every other respect. 


— 
There is something particularly pathetic 
about afflictions of this kind where the chil- 
dren of the reigning houses of Hurope are 
concerned. 


In the cage of ordinary everyday people, 
they are able to shield these causes of sorrow 
from prying curiosity and from public gace. 
There is no such privacy where the sufferers 
belong to the sovereign dynastion It ie a 
fierce ight that beats upon and around the 
throne, and those who have the fortune or 
misfortune to be born on its steps are unable 
to escape ite glare, no matter how much their 
dear ones may wish to shield them. 
For a grown-up person, it is painful to 
khow that his allments form a subject of 
general public diecuseion that is not always 
friendly. 

It is still more cruel for parents when the 
iis of their children are thus made the topic 
of controversies, in conversation and in print.

Little Don Jaime its the first scion of Du- 
ropean royalty in modern times to be born 
deaf and dumb, while, outside of Europe, one 
of the daughters of the present khedive is 
thus afflicted. 

A brother of the late King Humbert, Prince 
Otto, Duke of Montferrat, was not only mis- 
shapen from his infancy but likewise devoid 
of reason, and his death at the age of 18 
was a merciful release. 

The present sovereign prince of Reuss- 
Greiz, Henry XXIV., ts not only deaf and 
dumb but also blind and an imbecile. Other- 
wise he is in good health and likely to ive 
for many years. 

The royal Landgrave of Hesse, a nephew 
of Queen Alexandra of England, is wholly 
blind, as were also the late sovereign Grand 
Duke of Mecklenburg-Streidz and King 
George of Hanover, whose sightleseness, 
however, did not prevent his figuring among 


in 1866; like the old blind King of Bohemia, 
who fell at the battle of Crecy in the four- 
teenth century, and whose heraldic device of 
three ostrich feathers was adopted by the 
victor, Edward, the Black Prince, and has 
deen borne ever nee by the princes of 
Wales.

While secretary of his father’s Turkish 
embassy in London, and possessed of little 
or no fortune of his own, he abducted a 
young heiress of the name of Countess Marie 
d' Imcourt,. a niece of Gen. the Marquis de 
Gallifet, from the convent in France where 
she was being educated, and, fleeing with her 
to England, married her there according to 
the requirements of English law. 

Some time later, venturing to croes the 
channel, he and his wife were arrested, and. 
while he wae expelled by the police as an 
undesirable foreigner despite his diplomatic 
status, she was forcibly placed by the mem- 
bers of her family in another convent, the 
marriage being declared by the French 
tribunals as null and void owing to the failure 
of the girl to secure for her marriage with 
Paul Musurus that consent of her relatives 
which was then demanded by French law to 
render a union valid. 

Four years later she was married, as Mile. 
a@’Imcourt, to Prince Kraft Hohenlohe of 
Germany. 

Naturally this episode served to queer Paul 
Musurus in. the eyes of all the old French 
aristocracy. But as he was still more dis- 
liked in England, he concluded to make his 
home in Paris after he had obtained per- 
mission from the French government to re- 
turn thither, and acquired a certain socia! 
currency through the protection of his sister. 
the enormously wealthy Princess de Bran- 
covan, who occupies one of the finest man- 
sions in the French capital. Paul Musurus 
is, like his sister, a Christian of the Greek 
rite, as were his father and his elder brother, 
Stephen, both of whom died as Ottoman am- 
beesadors in London.

Kraft Hohenlohe of the Austrian army did 
not prove happy and was sundered by a 
divorce in 1901, whereupon the ex-princess, 
after becoming & convert to Protestantism.

Some of the commisstoners argued they 


wanted the general contract in the hospital 


awarded before the election, because they 
desired the honor of having their names 
placed On the bronze tablet which will be 
placed in the corridor. That reason does 
not fit péesterday’s action. 

When the specifications originally were pre- 
pared Chicago plumbing manufacturers 
charged publicly that the board favored the 
Mott company of New Yerk. They made 
their objections so vigorous the board or- 


. dered Faul Gerhardt, county architect, to 


change the specifications so bide might be 
received from all responsible and reputa- 
ble manufacturer. That wae before July 15. 
When the architect made his report is not 
known, but it first became public during the 


day. 
Vote Without Seeing Report. 

Several commissioners voted to approve of 
the changes without ever having seen the 
architect’s recommendation.

The Farmers’ Educational and Codp- 
prative Union of America makes a rational 
appeal for the use of cotton for bagging. 

At present jute is in general use, being a 
little cheaper than cotten, but, as the farm- 
ers’ union points out, the millions paid by 
‘Ameriean consumers for jute go abroad, 
while the same or a little greater amount 
spent on cotton fabric would go into Ameri- 
can pockets to raise the level of the national 
wealth and build up our own prosperity. 
Jute is raised mostly in India and ise man- 
ufactured there, except the fraction which 
is manufactured in Scotland. 3 

Cotton could be used to advantage in 
place of jute for holding grains, sugar, salt, 
coffee, beans, potatoes, meats, and many 
other articles. It could replace jute in rope 
and twine. :

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“Austria-Hungary has ber eyes upon the 
Balkan peninsula, atid she realizes that, to 
her, supremacy in the Balkans is a question 
of life and death. Nothing is more certain, 
then, than that Austria will be compelled 
to intervene in the Turko-Balkan war.” 

A dispatch from Vienna says that Austria 
has presented an ultimatum to Servia, and 
declines any lengthy negotiations. 


“ Upon one thing I believe the general opin- 
ion of Burope to be unanimous—that the 
victors are not to be robbed of the fruits 
which cost them so dearly.” 

Mr. Asquith means that it is the fixed 
opinion of the British government and the 
fixed opinion of the Russian government, 
France acquiescing, that Austria shall not 
profit from the victories of the allies. 

The Austrian dilemma is easily under- 
stood. “An Austria barred from German 
hegemony,” says Prof. Gibbons, must 
carve out for itself a way to the Mediter- 
ranean through a territory of Slav subjects 
or forever remain in hopeless subserviency 
to Prussianized Germany.” Frederick the 
Great taught the Austrians that. Bismarck 
repeated the lesson. The future of Austria 
is in the east, and upon that future Servia 
is closing the door. 

Austria-Hungary has two seaports, at 
the upper end of the Adriatic, from which 
trade finds an outlet through the Straits of 
Otranto, controlled by Italy, Greece, and, 
until recently, Turkey. A great empire 
seeking its prosperity in the world’s markets 
is everywhere barred from trade routes. Two 
seaports in a narowly inclosed sea and a 
route by the Danube to the Black sea are 
the only outlets of its trade. Austria is 
walled in. é 

To get out Austrian statesmanship began 
to cut a way to the Mean sea. Bosnia 
was annexed, throwing Servia to the east 
inte an agony of apprehension. Bosnia was 
annexed with Herzegovina on the Adriatic. 
Between Servia and Montenegro is the 
Turkish subprovince of Novi-baszar, over 
which Austria once had administrative au- 
‘thority. The Austro-Hungarian state rail- 
roads run from Budapest to the frontier of 


Turkish province of Kosr>va, a railroad 


runs to Saloniki, on the Adgean. 


A sixty mile gap in Novi-basar separates 
the Saloniki-Mitrovitza line from the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian railroads. Austria's impe- 
rial future, her trade and development, de- 
pended on connecting these railroads and 
being assured of control of the.territory 
through which they run. Thus the empirs 


It, as Mr. Asquith says, the Balkan vie- 
tors are not to be robbed of the fruits of 
victory, Austria will not be allowed to shove 
her shoulder into Novi-bazar, between Ser- 
via and Montenegro, and reach on down to 
the sea. If she is not thus to reach out, the 
work of her statesmanship comes abruptly 
to nothing. The wall is built up on her. 
Servia, now on ber flank, would be throwa 
across her pathway. 

This is the Austrian dilemma, with Rus- 
sia frankly menacing her if she crowds 
that shoulder in, with Asquith delicately 
backing up Russia and France firmly at- 
tached to the policies of these two powers 
by the bonds of the triple entente. 

To commit her future to the test of a 
general war in Europe Austria must have 
the consent of the triple alliance, which 
means Germany. Italy, her other ally, 
was thought to be wavering in the bonds of 
this alliance, but now seems to be acting 
with Austria. | 

If Germany is ready for war Burope will 
have it. Sensible Englishmen may be over- 
imaginative at times, but so patent a fact 
as Germany's determination to submit her 
hegemony to the trial of battle when the 
ripe opportunity comes needs no imagina- 
tion for its interpretation. Men like Lord 
Roberts in. England are not likely to feed 
their countrymen with sensations for the 
pleasure they find in handing out the food. 

It Germany is not ready Austria will aban- 
don her future, Diplomacy might solve the 
difficulties, but not along the lines set forth 
by Asquith. Servia must be robbed if Aus- 
tria is to be satisfied.

BSYDNEY.—The cabinet, at Mr. Beeby's.

The charge is this: Certain prosecutions for 
violation of awards, determinations and 
agreements resulted in the imposition of 


. finee or imprisonment; that fines have either 


been remitted, or reduced and paid by the 
party in power, and the prisoners have been 


released. 


| Unionism and Slavery. 

To Mr. Deakin's observation that the Labor 
party will shut one door after another until 
slavery ensues, the federal labor premier 
replied: 

What is the evidence? The evidence is 
that in every country where unioniem does 
not prevail, slavery exists today. The coun- 
tries where noble-minded men and women 
refused to be crushed by tyrants, whether 
capitalists or otherwise, are those which 
are great; and they are great because men 
preferred to die rather than lose their in- 
dependence. These men and women were 
the leaders of unionists, and their names 
are embiazoned on the scrolis of history. 
No one knows that better than does the lead- 
er of the opposition. ‘ 

“The work is not done vet. If there were 
not men and women available to take up 
that work and pursue it, even in enlightened 
European countries, today, would not the 
condition of the toiling masses be one of 
absolute misery and degradation? They 

come into conflict sometimes with authority 
in a way which they themselves do not 
approve and of which few of us could 
approve; but they have to do whet is done 
to perform the work which is necessary | 
for the progress of civilization and 
humanity.”

TALKS OF _ LEGISLATION. 


Ald. Mayer Says Body Can’t Fa- 
vor Segregation Until New 
Laws Are Made. 


Executive sessions of the specia! council 
committee on vice, and possibly a first hand 
investigation of the. vice conditions of the 
city by the members of the committee, were 
promised yesterday as a result of the con- 


Members of the committee, according to 
Ald. Emerson, will hold a conference in a 
few days to discuss the evidence offered for 
and against the reéstablishment of the 
vice district. Although moat of the aidermen 
declined to comment upon the probable find- 
inge of the committee, it was said there is 
little likelihood of a recommendation for 
vice segregation. . 

May Ask Legislative Action. 

Ald. 8. Mayer, a member, declared the 
committee could not recommend such a solu- 
tion to the problem as long as the state laws 
forbid the operation of resorts. He did not 
deny an effort would be made to urge legis- 
lative action to allow the establishment of 
such vice districts. Mr. Mayer said be would 
ask the committee to recommend the ap- 
pointment of a morals commission of five 
members to handle the vice question of the 
city, as suggested by the city vice commis- 
sion. He said he also would urge that un- 
accompanied young boys and girls be kept 
off the streets at night and that a thorough 
system of education against vice evils be 
established. 

Rumors that the committee would take its 
cue for @ report from the report of the sub- 
committee which will report upon a police 
reorganization plan next Tuesday were 
denied by Ald. Sitts. 

I know the committee which Is investigat- 
ing the vice conditions will have a report of 
its own, regardless of any other council 
committee report, he asserted. “I don't 
gee that any persona! investigation of con- 
ditione is necessary. The committee has 
heard from all sides and has sufficient evi- 
dence upon which to base a report, and 
we'll have our own report.” 


Subcommittee Report Nearly Due. 

Ald. John Richert, head of the subcom- 
mittee of the council committee upon schools, 
fire, and police, said the police reorganization 
report would be ready in a week. He declared 
that published reports of the probable recom- 
mendations of the subcommittee were far 
from the facts, but declined to say what 
recommendations would be made. 

It is expected by persons who know the true 
conditions of the police department, that 
radical changes in the present form of police 
administration will be advised, and that the 
handling of the city's vice will form no small 
part of the recommended program. Whether 
the subcommittee will report in favor of a 
vice commission is problematical, but such a 
procedure is not expected.

The investigation of the federation since 
the McNamara trial was declared to be a 
concerted attempted by employers’ associa- 
tions and subsidized. newspapers to destroy 
the federation and bring its officers into dis- 
repute. 

Comment on the McNamaras. 

“The McNamara offense was a social 
orime,“ says the report. Thinking people 
who were made to realize the poisonous, 
miasmic influences corrupting the atmos- 
phere of industrial life were well-nigh over- 
whelmed by the weight of collective respon- 
sibility devolving upon them as a result of the 
existence of such conditions. 

The McNamaras were either criminally 
insane or insanely criminal—either condition 
due to imperfect education, incomplete edu- 
cation, or defective mentality. In any case 
society is responsible for not remedying the 
conditions, 

What concerns labor and society gener- 
ally is preventive measures and human bet- 
terment, so that life and working conditions 
may be pure, wholesome, and clean.

HE women of today are a thinking, pro- 
gressive body. 

The increased cost of living is one fac- 
tor which has led thinking women to con- 
sider ways and means in household affairs 

more carefully than ever before and to check 
waste whenever apparent. 

The subject is discussed daily in these col- 
umne. 

Yet, I am often asked this question. “Why 
is it that no practical household budget seems 
to have been formulated that can be used as 
@ working basis for the majority of families?” 

When all is told budgets must necessarily be 
individual matters. 

This is not an argument in favor of lack of 
system. There should be a carefully thought 
out plan of accounting for the family income. 

This every sensible person will agree on. 

For one thing, conditions vary so materially 
in different sections of the country as to render 
such a task extremely difficult. 

Very often schedules are not elastic enough. 
In one community, for instance, coal is the only 
available fuel and its cost is a heavy and con- 
stant drain on the family resources. In another 
— ‘coal is plentiful and the prices reason- 
able. - 

Again, one family prefers an appetizing, 
varied, wholesome bill of fare, even though the 
money expended on clothes may have to be cut 
down to meet the grocery and the butcher bill. 

Another family, on the contrary, prefers a 


the most inexpensive foods that they may be 
egg clothed than would. otherwise be pos- 
0. 
‘Obviously the sum set aside for food in the 
two families will vary greatly. 
— 


The best one can do is to avoid fixed budgets 
and 
for the guidance of the economic housewife. 

Not the limited purchasing power of the dol- 
lar but little leaks, ignorance of money values, 
lack of foresight or oversight in planning for 
the future are responsible for the financial dis- 
crepancies in many a home. 

Until one has a pretty fair idea how much the 
various household items cost or should cost it is 
well to keep a strict account of every cent spent. 

Bills should de gone over regularly, unneces- 

sary expenditures noted and guarded against 
uncl it is possible to decide upon a stated sum 
that should be requisite for each item.

el have been an interested reader on the sub- 
ject How to Fight the Increased Cost of Liv- 
and I wonder if my way could be of any 
benefit to you or some one else. 

We are a family of four—my husband, two 
small children, and myself. My husband is in 
business and we run monthly grocery accounts 
at the different stores. Our bills never exceed 


.$17 a month. 


“This includes butter, eggs, lard, “flour, and 
all qur vegetables and fruit. Each month I go 
over the bills and try and make it a point to

see if I can save a Mttle here and there, thus 
making the account ~ little less than the month 
before. We live well but simply—plenty of 
fresh fruit, especially,apples for the children. 
The doctors hardly know who we are. I do all 
my own baking, including bread, pies, and 
cookies, and figure I save at least $1.50 on each 
sack of flour besides having better stuff than 
could be bought at the bakery. We eat very 
little meat, an average of about three times 
a week; vegetables and fruit are much healthier 
and cheaper. 

“Another thing, I make my husband's shirts. 
That may seem a small item, but for 60 cents 
I can make a shirt you cannot duplicate for a 
dollar at any store—and 60 cents saved is 50 
cents. earned. My children’s clothes cost 80 
little when I make them myself and the pretty 
quilts and comforts I make from left over pieces 
—and.that’s another saving, too, 

“Then I used to hire my washing done. Now 
we have a good machine, and my husband runs 
the machine an hour on Monday morning and 
I just save 75 cents a week, or $3 a month, 
enough to buy a good tailored suit at the end 
of a year. 

“I couldn't tell you all ths ways I. economize, 
they seem so small, yet I know they save us 
many dollars. Working up the leftovers from 
dinner 80 as to have a tasty supper“ putting all 
the little scraps of soap in a bottle and using 
for dish washing, mending thé clothes when 
the first break apears, thus adding a year some- 
times tothe life of a rment.. Of course I 
keep busy, but I enjoy it, and it surely pays, 
for we don’t have to skimp and pinch like some 
of our friends, who spend more money than we 
do, to make both ends meet.

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A Little Forethought Suggested. 


I have been much interested in your high 
cost of living problems and have found many 
valuable hints, but I would like to tell our 
housekeepers the only way to solve the pres- 
ent trouble is, when eatables are 60 high they 
are gut of reason: Don't buy them. 

“Take, for instance, eggs. When eggs re- 
tall for 20 or 26 cents a dozen 1 like to use 
five and six eggs to a cake. At the present 
price I use four for two cakes, using whites 
for one cake and yolks for the other. But- 
ter, now at 36 cents and still soaring—what 
will it be in two months from now? We use 
four pounds a week as a rule. Now I have 
cut it down to two pounds a week, not be- 
cause I can’t afford it but because I won't 
pay the price. 

“Solve the problem, my dear housekeepers. 
Let the trusts keep their products, Glut the 
markets and see how quick the price will 
come down. Prepare to buy only what is 
necessifry. Substitute the next best possible; 
only buy the best. 

“My table expense this last year has been 
$1.75 a day, including three quarts of milk, 
for six adulte and one baby. My worst trou- 
ble is my son won't eat beef and my daugh- 
ters won't eat what he likes, so I must, as a 
rule, include different kinds of meat: but as 
their father is satisfied with anything well 
cooked that helps out. 0 

“TI trade mostly at one dealer's because he 
is honest and gives me just what I want. I 
pay once a month. because I find it conven- 
fent. I don't buy any more than if I paid 
every day. I buy fruit of the peddlers when 
cheap. Apples are now at 25 cents for one- 
half bushel. I pick out firm, solid Ones, wrap 
each apple in paper, and pack away for lunch- 
es. Potatoes I buy by the sack. Four sacks 
Jast until potatoes come again. Fruit I can 
in season. Five pounds of sugar last one 
week. . 

“Our rent is 815 a month, but our gas bill 
ie $4°a month, as grown children will have 
lights. Five dollars a week clothes our fam- 
ily; as I watch the papers and only buy the 


dest for less than some e pay for in- 


ferior grades. 

“Our income is $175 a month at present. 
We pay $10 a month on a forty acre farm, 
$8 a month on two city lots, and are always. 
adding something to our bank account—some 
months only $5. but always a little. Four 
tons of coal completes our fuel account 

“Tt pays to use judgment. 
are lowest. even if the landlord has to wait 
a few days to give you a chance to lay in a 
supply. If a little forethought ie used there 
would be less hardship when work gets slack 


and winter winds blow the hardest.

The Little Theater > 
Begins Its Adventure.

RUSTFULLY Mr. Maurice Browne's Little 
Theater set out upon its adventures last 
evening in a nook in the Fine Arts build-

| The ninety-and-nine were in attendance, oc- 
cupying the ninety-and-nine chairs in the audi- 
tortum, which, architecturally. resembles a cor- 
ridor in the Hotel Brevoort. It is q rather long, 
slender, and dim and heavily carpeted—com- 
fortable, certainly, but not quite cezy. At one 
side there is a sort of aisle, containing a stage 
box, and at the other an apartment where, it 
is inferred from the playbill, tea may be had 
at 26 cents the person. An air of austerity, if 
not of rigor, pervades the place, though lenient 
here and there in its luxurious simplicity. It 
is easy Of approach—that is, if one is not 
tardy. My endeavor, rather late, to intrude 
without being unsandaled last evening was 
unsuccessful, despite mild beseechment, and I 
was forced with others to resort to one of the 
other numerous theaters in the building, there 
to await the conclusion of the first part of 
the ritual. Without commending “My Little 
Friend to the Studebaker, I should say that it 
is a very good rule, indeed. 

The play missed was that of Mr. Gibson, a 
minor poet of renown, and it was about a selfish 
man who, betrothed to one girl, had loved an- 
other with results. It was said on the author- 
ity of expert observers to have been a bit of 
bitter Hfe, skillfully sliced. The stage of the 
Little Theater, one imagines, is more fit for 
the representation of this kind of simple. hut 
drama,” as “Mme. X calls it, than for one of 
Mr. Yeats’ epic Irish friezes in miniature. “On 
Baile’s Strand.“ the second play, was of this 
sort, with Irish kings galore, talking and bat- 
tling, with and against one another for no rea- 
son whatever except a poetic one. Conchobar 
(pronounced Connaha) and Cuctulain, the high 
king of Ulster and the king of Muirthemne re- 
spectively, engaged in rhythmic controversy, 
and the play’s plot ended with Cuchulain 
slaugt.tering, in a vagrant Irish duel, his own 
son by a pale and amorous queen encountered 
by him in a trip to another province years be- 
fore. 


= 

These episodes were recited and depicted 
with much more skill and assurance than is 
usually to be found in the amateur. For Mr. 
Browne’s players are amateur, appearing 
without recompense, and even without the 
compliment of their names in the cast. Acting 
becomes a difficult art, not a mere knack, 
when its environment is architecturally hostile; 
and conventionality in the relation of the stage 
to the auditorium is the one commonplace 
which the “advanced” drama should not 
ignore, but usually does. The Little theater ig 
just a step from a charade in a drawing room, 
Its impersonations are “ pretending,” not act- 
ing. They are make-believe, not histrionism. 
No illusion is probable. If the ninety-and-nine 
can forget the seams in King Conchobar's 
beard and the gaunt, un-Reinhardtian kitchen, 
posing as an assembly hall of the Irish kings; 
if their imagination can stem the fatal propin- 
quity of actor and spectator, then they may 
have pleasure in the Little theater's attempt to 
realize Mr. Yeats’ lovely resurrection of Irish 
myth. It is pleasant to report that they 
seemed to do so last evening.’ One presumes 
that in other circumstances’ Mr. Browne's play- 
ers would be as generally effective as were 
the Abbey theater players in more favorable 
circumstances. 

It would hate’ been easy for one of ribald 
attitude toward the toy drama to make sport 
| of the playing of the Little theater. For in- 

stance, the congregation of kings in Mr. Yeats’ 

play was easily comparable to the second degree 
in the initiatory rites of.the Knights of Pythias 
or the Modern Woodmen of America. The cos- 
tumes were #0 Obviously costumes, and the 
attitudes so obviously aftitudes. Yet -the 
ninety-and-nine, sophisticated as they are, 
dramatically, seemed to look beyond and into 
the spirit, not the presentation of the play.

News of Music at Theaters. 


Introducing a Young 
and Gifted Violinist.

ISS AMY EMERSON NEILL, a youthful 

violinist whose single appearance in 

recital last season excited much favor- 

able comment, reintroduced herself to 

as many of her friends and admirers as 

could find places in the Fine Arts theater last 

evening. At the age of 16 Miss Neill is able 

to demonstrate an enviable degree of technical 

proficiency. She has a fleet and fairly certain 

left hand and a facile bow. Therefore her in- 

tonation is, for the most part, commendably 

accurate and her delivery of all routine violin 
passages is clear and precise. 

What is more important, this young woman 
has attained to an encouraging degree of 
artigtic independence, Although deprived of 
the assistance dnd criticism of a teacher, she 
wad able, of her own initiative, to prepare an 
exacting program and to present it with some 
measure of conviction. Thus on may ascribe 
to her delivery of the Pugnani-Kreisler prelu- 
dium and allegro the quality of interpretative 
authority. This manifested itself in the broad 
and certain tempo of the prelude, the rhyth- 
mical vigor of the allegro, and the precision 
with which the well conceived scheme of 
dynamic contrasts was presented. \ 


— 

Attractive, likewise, was her interpretation 
of the Tartini-Kreisler variations. But the 
Saint-Saénes rondo capricciogo served to empha- 
size her present shortcomings. Her mechanical 
command of the instrument has not yet at- 
tained to that brilllancy that imparts value to 
meaningless figurations, nor has her tone ac- 
tuired that measure of purely sensuous beauty 
whereby melodies of tentimental emptiness are 
made to seem worth while. 

Mies Neill had the assistance of Miss Eliza- 
beth Schmitz-Pollander, who supplied tasteful 
accompaniments and contributed as well a 
group of soli. Of these, the most important as 
to musical content and, likewise, as to the 
pianistic qualities displayed in its presenta- 
tion, was a prelude in D minor by, Borowski. 
It developed an interesting sequence of moods, 
much harmonie variety, and was admirably set 
upon the keyboard. Liszt’s delightfully simple 
“Au lac de Wallenstadt” disclosed the fact 
that Miss Pollander is guided by her eye rather 
than her ear in her use of the damper pedal. 
She achieved what may be described as an 
audible definition of the bar-line—a hole in the 
air, as it were, to borrow a phrase from the 
vocabulary of the aviator.

Farm Life in China. 


A farmer may be hired by the year for from 
‘$5 to $10, with food, clothing, head shaving, and 
tobacco. Those who work by the day receive 
from 8 to 10 ‘cents, with a noonday meal. At 
the planting and harvesting of rice, wages are 
from 10 to 20 cents a day, with five meals, or 
30 cents a day without food. Few land owners 
hire hands, except for a few days during the 
planting and harvesting of rice. Those who 
have more land than they and their sons can 
till lease it to their neighbors. 

Much land is held on leases given by ancient 
proprietors to clansmen whose descendants now 
till it, paying from $5 to $10 worth of rice an- 
nually for its use. 

‘Food averages little more than $1 a month 
for each member of a farmer's family. One who 
buys, cooks, and eats his meals alone spends 
from 31.50 to $2 a. month upon the raw ma- 
terial and fuel. Two pounds of rice, costing 3% 
cents, with relishes of salt fish, pickled cabbage, 
cheap vegetables, and fruits, costing 1% cents, 
is the ordinary allowance to each laborer for 
each day.

There are at least thirty balconied light 
shafts or courts opening up through the store 
from ground to the top.

Seven thou- 
sand employés are given three meals (splendid 
meals I was told) a day in the place as part of 
their wages. At Christmas time there are 2,000 
extra.

The chicken gizzards were fastened into a 
slit under the wings like two loops, the skin 
being the knot; and the chicken livers were also 
attached decoratively. 

The neck end of the Scotch saddles of mut- 
ton were also decorated with some of the in- 
ternal organs of the animal.

The opportunity to study fish and oysters in 
this place was excellent. I have never fully 
understood, though I have been told, the dit- 
ference between a crayfish and a crawfish. The 
crawfish (a salt water habitant) grows as large 
as a lobster, but has no large claws. It may 
weigh up to ten pounds. Its carapace, or 
large shell, is not smooth like the lobster’s, but 
is covered with small and some large spines or 
spikes.

Talks on Realty Corporations, 

William B. Walrath, who talked on real estate 
corporations at y’a weekly luncheon of 
the Cook county real estate board, declared that 
the reason why there had been no needed amend- 
ments to the present corporation law of the state 
wus that those urging it were not prepared to put 
up enough money to secure ite passage. 

He dwelt particularly on the effect of the law 
in Wisconsin permitting these corporations, which, 
he said, disproved all the claims made against 
these rae by those opposed to it. 

He said the big corporations were not looking 
to acquire farm lands because the profits accruing 
from them ‘were not continuously large enough to 
be attractive, and that they could not compete 
with the smaller individual owner and farmer. 


Points to Ownership. 


He said that he would venture to say that half of 
the large buildings in the loop district were owned 
by corporations in violation of the law 

These corporations, he asserted, evade the law by 
subterfuge, but there is nothing morally wrong in 
such evasion. They are forced to it, he declared, as 
4 result of the vagueness, indefinitenesa, and fool 
ishness of the corporation law of the state. 

I don't blame corporations in the downtown dis- 
trict for evading the law in the manner that they 
do. There's nothing morally wrong in it. They're 
practically forced to do it, said Mr. Walrath.

BY AUTO DECISION 


City Will Get Four More Big 
Factories from the United 
Motors Company. 


MANY WORKERS FOR CITY. 


Expected to Bring 10,000 Ex- 
perts and Families from 
Other Places. 


Detroit, Mich., Nov. 12.—[ Special. I- Te 
plane for the reorganization of the United 
States Motor company are completed. The 
Plants of the subsidiary companies will be 
brought here and Detroit will become the 
headquarters of the four automobile cor- 
porations, said to be the largest from a pro- 
ducing standpoint, in the world. These are 
the Studebaker, General Motors, Ford, and 
United States Motor company. 

With the Packard, Cadillac, Lozier, and 
other great corporations, Detroit's position 
in the field will be the more important than 
before. 

City Gains 10,000 Workmen. 

The acquisition of the United State Motor 
company will also bring manufacturers of 
parts in the automobile industry and, it is 


estimated, represents 10,000 new workmen to 
be added to the city’s industrial forces within 
a year. 

Walter E. Flanders of Detroit is to be 
president of the new corporation, the head- 
quarters and most of the branch plants will 
be moved to this city, and the Flanders com- 
pany will be taken over. 


Other projects contemplated are the re- 


opening of the Brush and Sampson plants 
here, and the production of several new 
models. 


Court Rules Qut Objections. 

The deal for the rehabilitation of the 
United States Motor company was perfected 
about three weeks ago in New York, but 
had to be ratified by the courts. It is de- 
clared that some of the capitalists and 
business men backing the subsidiary com- 
panies objected, and as minority stockholders 
they filed a petition asking that the company 
be declared solvent. Judge Hough in New 
York disallowed this petition.
